The Applicants have received an Office Action dated July 26, 2007, which is identical to 
the Office Action dated May 8, 2007. On June 26, the Applicants had already responded to the 
Office Action of May 8, by putting the application in condition for allowance in accordance with 
the Examiner's suggestions.
